Roads and, yes, another prelimi- 
nary subdivision plat were the main 
topics of conversation at Monday’s 
meeting of the Coffee County Com- 
mission. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
presented a resolution to the com- 
missioners in which the county en- 
ters into an agreement with the State 
of Alabama Highway Department to 
level Co, Rds.

The Elba Water & Electric Board 
was presented with a letter of res- 
ignation Tuesday evening from Elec- 
tric Superintendent Jeff Puckett. 

Puckett cited personal reasons for 
the resignation. He explained he and 
his wife will be returning to Opelika, 
AL. and he has accepted a position 
the electric utility he worked with 
before coming to Elba.

the road had failed causing the road 
to cave in.

bly get a better price. 

Tindell estimates that the road 
will be closed from one to two 
months (depending on the weather) 
while repairs are made. 

An erosion problem on Co, Rd. 
215 (located in the Jack Community) 
was briefly discussed between Com- 
oo Wendell Black and Tin- 

ell. 

It was concluded that a water 
main would have to be relocated be- 
fore the erosion problem could be al- 
leviated. 

Early in Monday’s meeting, Com- 
mission Chairman Robert Stephens 
made a statement concerning the

between the commission and the 
New Brockton Town Council. 

He stated that the commission has

Federal Waste Illustrates Need to Curb Big Government 


Last week I wrote about the 
abuse of taxpayer dollars at the U.S. 
Department of Energy where Secre- 
tary Hazel O'Leary's frequent and 
flamboyant overseas trips have cap- 
tured the nation’s attention. This 
week, another U.S. government 
agency has come into the spotlight 
for flagrant misuse of your hard- 
earned tax dollars, 

In the Republican seven-year 
balanced budget plan, we make rec- 
ommendations for streamlining and 
controlling wasteful government. 
Interestingly enough, our budget pro- 
posal actually calls for the elimina- 
tion of three federal agencies, two of 
which have since come under fire for 
misuse of official funds — the U.S. 
Department of Energy, and the U.S. 
Department of Commerce. 

The following is an excerpt 
from a Washington Times editorial 
on January 25: < 

“Now auditors for the (Com- 
merce Department) inspector gen- 
eral have uncovered pervasive abuse 
of government credit cards through- 
out the department, citing ‘unpaid 
charges, use of charge cards for per- 
sonal purchases and automated teller 
machine advances not related to of- 
ficial travel.’ Nearly 300 Commerce 
employees had delinquent credit card 
accounts. And nearly 600 people, 
some of whom were non-government 
political associates of Mr, Brown, 
used government-issued credit cards 
to obtain ATM cash advances and to 
purchase dinners at posh Washing 
ton restaurants, booze, flowers, jew- 
elry and music, So widespread was 
the abuse and so unaccountable were 
the practices that arrangements fi- 
nally had to be made with the Ameri- 
can Express Company to block retail 
transactions,”

governmentcredit cards isn’tenough, 
Commerce Secretary Ron Brown has 
decided not to be outdone by Energy 
Secretary O'Leary in his quest for 
traveling miles. The Inspector Gen- 
eral audit discovered exorbitant travel 
costs by Brown and other Commerce 
officials. Travel expenses by Com- 
merce Department employees cost 
the taxpayers nearly $68 million in 
1994, exceeding their budget by about 
55 percent. One Commerce agency 
alone (NOAA — National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration) 
overran its budget by $22 million in 
1994, 

Auditors discovered that Sec- 
retary Brown and his staff spent nearly 
$1.4 million from their own travel 
budget in 1994 — nearly 150 percent 
more money than was spent by the 
previous Bush Administration Com- 
merce Secretary Robert Mosbacher. 
The audit also noted that Brown has 
supplemented his own travel funds 
with hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars from other Commerce Depart- 
ment agencies, including NOAA, 
mentioned above, 

The internal audit of the Com- 
merce Department observed: “Over- 
sight of travel spending by (Com- 
merce) agencies appears virtually 
nonexistent beyond the commitment 
of funds.” If the press reports are 
true, this certainly seems to be an 
understatement of the situation, 

Isuspect thisisn’tthe last we'll 
hear about government waste and 
bureaucratic arrogance as Congress 
will certainly look further into these 
abuses of tax dollars, 

The Congress should stand 
firm inits resolve to tame big govern- 
ment and we can start with O'Leary 
and Brown. They have both made the 
best case for abolition of their depart- 
ments.

Gun-Free School Policy 


On September 14, 1995, the Coffee 
County Board of Education adopted a 
policy requiring the expulsion of stu- 
dents, for a period of one year, who are 
determined to have been in possession of 
a firearm in a school building, on school 
grounds, on a school bus, or at any other 
school-related function. This policy con- 
forms directly with federal and state laws 
dealing with the same issue. 

To ensure that every parent who has a 
child enrolled in the Coffee County 
School System knows about this policy, 
it was printed in the November issue of 
THE CAMPUS CONNECTION, a 
newsletter published for the Coffee 
County School System. This newsletter 
is mailed to the home of each Coffee 
County student and is distributed in each 
of the schools in Coffee County for the 
faculties and staffs. 

A copy of the board policy was also 
sent home with each student during the 
week of February 5-9, 1996. Copies 
were sent home along with Progress Re- 
ports at Zion Chapel High School. Other 
methods of distribution were chosen for 
the other schools. 

Below is a copy of the policy: 

Gun Free Schools Act 
Student Possession Of Firearms Of

Community servic: is a new re- 
quirement for the Zion Chapel chapter of 
the Beta Club. Mrs. Sonya Shaw, the 
club sponsor, is requiring that each mem- 
ber has at least 36 community service 
hours during the year in order to remain 
an active member of the Beta Club. 
Each member without the required 
amount of hours is put on probation until 
the hours are served. The Beta Club is a 
service organization and this service to 
the community inspires members to give 
something to their community.

School, On School Buses, Or At School 
Functions - Board Policy JDEA 

State Act 75-756 which requires 
Board of Education to develop and im- 
plement policies and procedures re- 
quiring the expulsion of students, for a 
period of one year, who are determined 
to have been in possession of a firearm 
in a school building, on school grounds, 
on a school bus, or at any other school- 
sponsored function shall be complied 
with by the Coffee County Schools. 

When the school principal or other 
appropriate administrator of a school has 
determined that a student is or has been 
in possession of a firearm at school, on a 
school bus, or at school-sponsored func- 
tion, he/she shall notify the following 
people: the local superintendent of ed- 
ucation, law enforcement personnel, the 
parents of the student, and wen feasible, 
appropriate authorities in the juvenile or 
judicial system. 

Local Board Policy JDE (Expulsion) 
shall be followed in implementing expul- 
sion procedures. In compliance with Act 
75-756, the local Board of Education 
may modify the expulsion requirement 
for a student on a case-by-case basis. 
Discipline of students with disabilities 
who violate the firearm possession pol- 
icy shall be determined on a case-by- 
case basis in accordance with the re- 
quirements of the Individual With Dis- 
abilities Act (IDEA) and Section 504 of 
the Rehabilitation Act. 

For pupores of Act 75-756 and this 
policy a "firearm" will have the same 
meaning as defined in Section 921 of Ti- 
tle 18 of the United States Code as fol- 
lows: 

Any weapon which will, or is de- 
signed to, or may readily be converted to 
expel a projectile by the action of an ex- 
plosive 

.. the frame or receiver of any weap- 
on described above 

.. .any firearm muffler or firearm si- 
lencer 

. . any explosive, incendiary, or poi- 
son gas 

1. bomb 

2. grenade 

3. rocket having a propellant charge 
of more than _ four ounces 

4. missile having an explosive or in- 
cendiary charge of more than one- 
quarter ounce 

5. mine, or 

6. similar device 

. . any weapon which will, or may be 
readily converted to, expel a projectile 
by the action of an explosive or other 
propellant, on which has any barrel 
with a bore of more than one-half inch in 
diameter 

. » any combination of parts either de- 
signed or intended for use in con- 
verting any device into any destructive 
device described in the two immediately 
preceding examples, and from which a 
destructive device may be readily as- 
sembled,

The Elba Tigers closed out their regular season last week in basketball 
and saw a late-season surge come to an abrupt halt as they dropped three 
Straight games to close out the schedule with a 6-13 record. The schedule 
wasn't exactly casy; however, the Tigers were looking for at least one 
win, and possibly two if they could play their best against two teams 
ranked high in the state polls. The Tigers did play pretty well in all three 
games, but not well enough, and did anything but close out the regular 
season with a bang. 

In the one-point loss to Samson, the Tigers overcame an early three- 
point barrage to lead for much of the game, only to watch as Samson 
pulled out the win late, Elba’s offense was running at full-speed, but the 
defense allowed too many points to allow the Tigers to claim the win.

“Tt is important for parents to read 
their ‘vehicle owner's manual and 
safely seat use instructions,” said 
Mitchell. 

Many child seats in use today are 
installed improperly, and children 
often are improperly secured in safe- 
ly seats or seat belts. 

Safety seats must be installed and 
used properly to protect the child. 
Parents and caregivers also should 
understand which type of seat (in- 
fant, toddler/convertible or booster 
seat) is appropriate for the child's 
size and weight, 

Mitchell said the middle of a ve- 
hicle’s back seat is recommended as 
the safest place to install a child 
safety seat, and that children in rear- 
facing child seats should not be 
placed in the front seat of cars vith 
passenger-side air bags. The impact 
of a deploying air bag striking a 
rear-facing child seat could result in 
injury to the child.

The City of Elba has been sued 
in federal court by several employ- 
ces who felt they were wrongfully 
terminated. Each of these cases was 
settled out of court and each time 
the worker was returned to work 
and awarded damages. 

In other business the council ap- 
pss payment of bills totaling 

15,640.05. This total included 
$4488.65 for parts and repairs on 
vehicles; $1458.70 for asphalt mix 
for street repairs; $1317.97 for po- 
lice uniforms and $2276.06 for ra- 
dio repairs. 

Police Chief Bruce Peacock re- 
ported the department had received 
247 complaints since the previous 
report and had filed 61 offense re- 
ports. They have made four criminal 
arrests and issued nine traffic cita- 
tions, including seven for speeding. 
During the same period, the depart- 
ment investigated two automobile 
accidents, with no injuries involved. 

City Clerk Henry Clark again 
brought up the need for a replace- 
ment of the knuckle boom loader. 
He proposed buying a loader and 
trailer and mounting them on the 
frame of the old street sweeper. He 
said Elba couldn’t afford to pay the 
never-ending repair cost to maintain 
the street sweeper, but the truck had 
only 12,000 miles and was in good 


condition. 

Clark estimated it would cost less 
than $30,000 to make the conver- 
sion, He suggested the cost be split 
with the Water and Electric Board, 
as the utility department used it also. 

Haywood instructed him to find 
out from the W & E Board their will- 
ingness to participate and report 
back to the council. 

Clark then suggested the purchase 
of a new street sweeper, which he es- 
timated would cost in excess of 
$75,000. That suggestion got no- 
where. Haywood noted Elba once 
used a part time person in the after- 
noons to work continuously in the 
business area and approaching 
streets cleaning the gutters. 

Councilman Ben Carpenter sug- 
gested using work release inmates 
on Saturdays. Clark noted some 
management problems with this sug- 
gestion, 

Work Release Director Ed Gul- 
lion was at the mecting and told the 
council they could furnish inmates 
throughout the week for this pur- 
pose. 

Haywood asked Carpenter and 
Councilman John W. Sharpless to 
meet with Street Superintendent Bill

A two-car crash west of Elba, AL 
late Monday afternoon took the life 
of a local woman and injured five 
other persons.

Elba W&E Board establishes reserve

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board meeting of February 13th did 
more than furnish a platform for the 
resignation of electric supervisor Jeff 
Puckett. 

The every present monthly bills 
must be paid. This month the total 
was $16,897.16. 

Board Chairman Tim Johnson re- 
ported electric profit was up but wa- 
ter continues to be a loss item. 

The reserve account approved at 
the last meeting has been set up and 
ett funded with $28,000. Also 
the utility has returned the bank debt 
from the rural water expansion pro- 


ect. 

Johnson reported that financial re- 
ports show the accounts receivable 
are in good order. 

Water supervisor Dennis Cole- 
man reported the department has 
handled 70 work orders, including 
repairing 17 leaks. 

A new well head protection pro- 
gram will cost $28,500. That is the 
low bid from Carter Darnell and 
Grubbs Engineering to complete this 
newly mandated project. High bid 


some expensive testing to keep wa- 
ter well #1 legally certified to pump 
water into the city system. It has not 
been used since-the last system up- 
grade. 

The board voted to leave this well 
uncertified until needed. Coleman 
said he felt sure the necessary test 
could be completed in several days if 
the well was needed. The $5,000 per 
year cost can be put to better use, ac- 
cording to board members, 

Puckett reported the electric de- 
partment had responded to 70 work 
orders. he noted the department was 
still involved in upgrade work off 
Martin L. King Drive. They are in- 
stalling new street lights as they go, 
He explained this would be a long 
process. 

Puckett also submitted his res- 
ignation as reported by this news- 
paper last week. 

City Clerk Henry Clark explained 
the need for a knuckle boom loader. 
He said the city presently has one 
but it is worn out, Since the utility 
does use the equipment to remove 
trees and limbs they cut, he asked 
they share in the cost of the equip- 
ment, 


Law’s Store destroyed by suspicious fire 


Authorities are investigating the 
fire that destroyed Law's Store in the 
Frisco Community, located in the 
northeast portion of Coffee County. 

The location is often referred to 
as Five Points because Co. Rd. 114 
is intersected by Co, Rds, 107 and 
110 forming five access roads to the 
store, 

Fire departments from Brundidge, 
Five Star, and Hamilton Crossroads 
were called to battle the blaze at 
5:30 a.m., Monday moming. 

The Coffee County Sheriff's De- 
partment also responded to the fire 
to assist with, and investigate the 
fire. 

While at the scene, reports of a 
suspicious vehicle in the ditch just 
south of the scene of the fire on Co, 
Rd, 114 was investigated by Sheriff 
Ben Moates, 

During the questioning of the in- 
dividual with the car, several items 
were discovered which caused au- 
thorities to believe something was 
just not right. 

A short time later, two other indi- 
viduals were located who were also 
connected to the car, 

Upon further interrogation by 
Sheriff Moates and Chief Deputy 
Patrick Norris, three men were 
charged with the burglary of Law's 
Store, It is believed that all the items 


taken from the store were recovered, 

Taken into custody were: Eric 
Woodrow Boykin, age 23, of Route 
2, Ariton; Adrian Artey Johnson, age 
20, Route 1, Ariton; and Michael La- 
shawn Duncan, age 21, of Route 2, 
Ariton, 

All three men have been charged 
with burglary in the third degree and 
placed in the Coffee County Jail un-

Due to the circumstances sur- 
rounding the fire, the incident is be- 
ing investigated by the State Fire 
Marshal's Office, There is the possi- 
bility that the three suspects could 
face additional charges if it is deter- 
mined the fire was intentionally set. 

The investigation is on-going in 
the matter at this time.
